tempt to rescue the crew of the Stand- 
ard Oil steamer Louisiana, ashore near 
winter quarter lightship. ' 


In response to the call for help the 


men left tho Ynmaeraw in a small 
boat, fighting their way through tho 
heavy seas. 


The little craft had just reached the 


side at the tank steamer when a high j 
wave rolled the life boat over and the ' 
-men Into tho raging sen. Tho crew of 
the vessel were powerless to render 
any assistance. 


Four oilier ships hurried to the aid 


of tho Louisiana. 


The latest reports from the .slrand- 


.ed steamer was- that the water had 
reached her engine room and she was 
In danger of sinking.

Not since Abraham Lincoln's time 


lias a President been inducted into of- 
fice under such extreme national ten- 
sion. 
Tho dominant note of tlio day 


was patriotism and this was in evi- 
dence on all sides ns well as in tlio 
inaugural address of the President. 


President Wilson never looked better 


than he did today, lie seemed to have 
shaken oft the air of worry and de- 
pression that he has worn for the past 
few weeks. 


Ho was smiling all along the route 


of parade. He and Mrs. Wilson bowed, 
their acknowledgement time and time 
again when they were acclaimed. 


Tiic sceno along Pennsylvania was 


an animated ono. Three carriages en- 
tirely surrounded by soldiers conveyed 
President Wilson, Viuo President Mar- 
shall and Master of Ceremonies Her- 
bert. 


The Second u. S. Cavalry formed tho 


personal escort for the President am 
the cavalry from the famous Culvci 
Military school mounted on their coa 
black horses,, nctcd'ln a similar ca- 
pacity for Vice President Marshall.
